The evidence against Lester Is pure- 


ly circumstantial. 
Bloodhounds

lowed a trail tli-oiisli the orchard from 
which the shot that Killed I.arlmore 
wax fired to a hitching rncK to which 
Lester's horse was tied o". the night of 
the murder. 
hosier knew that his 


daughter, the young wife of Alva Me- 
Kee, was Infatuated with Larimore. 
Once he tried to force a quarrel with 
Larimore over the matter. 


Larlmore's love affairs were numer- 


ous and friends anil relatives of other 
young women are known to have been 
angered against him. 


Lester Gives Bail. 


Lester has been released on $10.000 


bond, signed by his daughter, Mrs. 
JIcKce. pending a preliminary hearing 
on Nov. 3. 
He has returned to his 


homo near Plalnville. 
He will not 


talk about the case, and acting under 
the advice of his attorneys he refused 
to discuss the matter !n any way ex- 
cept to declare his Innocence and say 
he will prove It when the trial is held. 


There is no clue which may lead to 


the solution of the mystery. The bul- 
let hole In Fred Ijirlmore's breast was 
made by a mil from a small target 
rifle. There are several such rllles In 
Plalnvllle. but the owners of them are 
'not suspected. The rltle with which 
the shooting was done has nut been 
found, and It I? believed that It has 
been thrown In some well or ravine. 


Dlocdhoundc Follow Trail. 


Examination of the scene of the 


murder shows that the assassin stood 
in an orchard close to the walk and 
fired when his victim passed in front 
of him. IltoexHioiiads were placed on 
the trail thirty hours later. They fol 
lowed the trail from 
the 
orchard 


through a field and along the road to 
a hitching rack near a schoolhmisc. 


Three times they were taken back 


to the orchard, and three times they 
followed th'e trail to that hitching 
rack. Lester's horse was hitched to 
that rack that night, lleforo Lester's 
lips were- scaled by his lawyer* he 
said he could r.ot account for the 
action of the dogs. 


Detective Theories. 


Detectives allege that Lester's mo- 


tive for killing Larimore was the In- 
fatuation of his dauchtcr, Mr?. Alva 
McKee. aged 20 year*, for Larimore. 
She was In Chlcaco with her husband 
on the day of the murder, on their 
•way home from a sanitarium at Cattle 
Creek. Mich. 
McKee's 
health 
had 


been bad for several months, and he 
•went to the sanitarium six weeks ngo 
His wife was with him there most of 
the time, stopping at a hotel. 


The letters led to the arrest of Les 


ter. 
The 
detective? 
learned 
that 


knowledge of the infatuation of his 
daughter and Larimore was in pna 
session of Mr. Lester. 
They 
also 


learned that July I at Hull, where Lar 
Imore was filling an engagement with 
the Plalnvllle band. Lester had sought 
a quarrel with him and Insisted that 
the young man's attentions to the 
young wife must cease. 


Mrs. McKce refuses to talk about 


the case in any way. She is at her 
home near Plalnvllle with her hus 
band. She sides with her father.
